A Lively Camp but Overcrowded—The 
Comiag Winter. 


Correspondence of the Enterprise. 


I left Virginia on the 6:h instant 
fer Bodie via Carson by stage, and 
finaly brenght up at the stage office in 
Bodie at 7 o'clock the next morning, 
sleepy, dusty and tired. I met many 
acqurintances, and all spoke well of 
the camp. Though I met many men 
who told me they were broke and 
hard up, yet eve» these spoke well of 
tie place. Asarule, when you find 
men in a new miolag camp who are 
-d-ad broke, they curse the place bit- 
terly and multitudinously, but such 
is not th: casein Bodie. Although 
many are hard up, all seém to be in 
good spirits. The sound of the ham 
mer and saw is to be heard iv all 
parts of the town from ‘‘early morn 
to dewy eve.’ Carpenters receive $5 
pe day, and there are probably 250 
or 300 men of that trade at work in 
the town. Buildings are going up in 
all directions, and they are building 
faster than lumber can be furnished 
them. Lumber is worth $95 per 
thousand. Every dollar received by 
cirpenters is from new comers. As 
the above figures and statements were 
obtained frem sources which insure 
their correctness, all may draw their 
owa conclusions in regard to the pres- 
ent situation aod outlook in Budie, 
There are now probably 6000 persons 
in Bodie, with more arriving daily, 
thus it will be seen that there are 
ianty of people there to do all that 
is required to be donein any business. 
Snow has been known to fail in Bodie 
to the depth of eight and ten feet— 
though this only onceio a great while 
—therefore there: is a chance ‘for 
trouble this wioter should the town 
t-xe fire. The town would go likea 
i-anch of matches, as there is not 
1.ater enough in the whole place to 
stop it, could it be brought to bear on 
; °¢ proper spot.

| SIERRA COUNTY PROSPECTS. 


A Letter From The Locator of Peavine 
District—Some Claims Owned 
By Reno Citizens 


To the Editor of the Gazette: 1 take 
this opportunity to advise you of the 


,{ prospects of Sierra county, both in 


gravel and in quartz mining. The old 
blue gravel channel has been struck, 
and is rich in free gold. The old Si- 
erra Butte mine is werking with a 
good result, crushing about ene hur- 
dred tons of ore per day.
